There’s two sides to every story. 

And that certainly holds true for Wellesley 
Tow nh ous es, located at 35661 Smith Road, in 
Romulus. 

The city contends that officials of the co- 
operative’s Board of Directors have flaunted 
its every attempt to remove the blockade the 
townhouse installed across Gamer Road. 
Furthermore, Fire Chief John Wilhide has 
declared certain streets in Wellesley as fire 
lanes under an ordinance passed on Jan. 25. 

Now, representatives of Wellesley 
Townhouses say they have good, sound 
reasons for blocking Garner Road, and the 
most important one is the security of the 
occupants. 

Audrey L. Johnson and Emily Malkoff, 
public relations directors for Wellesley, have 
submitted a stack of petition signatures to 
The Romulus Roman. 


The petition reads: “We, the undersigned, 
members of Wellesley Cooperative 
Townhouses, would like our names removed 
from the petition which requested the 
removal of poles from Garner Road.” Then 
follows a list of 58 names of people who live at 
Wellesley. 

In other words, these 58 people — and Mrs 
Johnson and Mrs. Malkoff say there are many 
more — want their names removed from an 
earlier petition turned in to the city, 
requesting removal of the poles blocking 
Gamer Road. 

Sound confusing? 

Well, pebtions originally were circulated 
and more than 100 occupants signed them, 
requesting the Garner Road poles be taken 
down. Now, however, the two ladies, 
representing Wellesley Townhouses, say that 
false information was given when the 
signatures were obtained. 

‘“Hie poles were put up strictly as a 
precaution for security reasons,” Mrs. 


Jolmson said. “When the original petitions 
were circulated, occupants were told all kinds 
of false information to get them to sign. Now, 
however, since the poles have been up for a 
few months, there’s greater security than 
ever before and the residents feel safe.’’ 

Mrs Johnson said the occupants do not 
want the poles taken down 

Certain other Wellesley exits were blocked 
at the same time that Gamer was blockaded 
and the only entrance and exit now is Smith 
Road 

Before, police would come in Smith Road, 
and assailants or thieves would leave out the 
back exit. Now. w ith Smith Road the only way 
in and out, everyone is a lot safer,” Mrs. 
Johnson said 

She added that before the exits were closed 
there were three or f our car thefts a week last 
summer. “I witnessed a man mugged, and

Parade to kickoff 
County 4-H Fair 

The annual Wayne County 4-H Fair will 
be kicked off with a big parade down Main 
Street through the city at 2 p.m. Sunday. 

Floats, bands and 4-H animals will 
march to the Fairgrounds, Quirk Road, at 
1-94 Service Drive, to open the festivities 
which will highlight special activities each 
day through Aug. 20. 

Parade units will assemble at Belleville 
High School at 1 p.m. Sunday and the 4-H 
queen will be the honored guest. 

Although some exhibits will be set up 
Saturday, a spokesman said the fair will 
officially open Monday. Special events will 
be held each day. The fair midway will be 
open from noon until 11 p.m. daily. 

On MONDAY, Dog Judging is at 10:30 
a.m., archery judging, 2:30 p.m., and the 
always-exciting youth tractor pull at 6:30 
p.m. 

TUESDAY is senior citizens’ day and 
they will be admitted free from 7 a.m. to 5 
p.m. Horse judging is at 8 am., when more 
than 250 horses will be entered. More than- 
100 cows, the largest number ever, will be 
judged at 9 a.m. 

Also at9 a.m. , Tuesday will be judging of 
youth, poulty and water fowl; at 11 a.m. — 
cow milking contest; 2 p.m. — beef 
judging; 3 p.m. — lamb judging; 5:30 D.m 
— goat milking contest; 6 p.m. — beef 
judging; and 8 p.m. — Country-Western 
band will play in front of grandstand. 

On WEDNESDAY, the featured event 
will be “Almost Anything Goes” when 
youths will have a relay race and also 
show their dairy goats, sheep, swine, 
rabbits and cavies (like guinea pigs) at 
7:30 p.m. 

Next week’s paper will carry the 
schedule for Aug. 18-20. One of the 
highlights of each fair is the animal 
auction. It will take place at 6 p.m. Aug. 19 
when champion stock steer, cows, rabbits 
and other animals will be sold that the 
yoimgsters have raised.

Council agrees on budget 


Romulus City Council and administration 
officials, spurred by a lawsuit against them, 
agreed on a budget Monday morning to 
present at a public hearing Sept. 27. 

The city has been without a budget since 
June 30, the end of the fiscal year, the date the 
city charter declares the fiscal document 
must be approved. 

A lawsuit was brought against the city, the 
mayor and the council Aug. 1 by Ronald 
Slaughter, 30510 Dorset, Romulus. The suit, 
filed in Wayne County Circuit Court, asked for 
a court order to compel the city to explain 
why a budget was not adopted by June 30 as 
required by the charter. 

However, special daytime meetings on 
Friday and Monday brought City Council and 
Finance Department officials into agreement 
and a budget was agreed upon. 

The court case was scheduled to come 
before Judge James Montante this Friday, 
but the agreement Monday seems to have 
made that a mute question. Slaughter, who 
brought the lawsuit, said he wouldn’t press 
the issue as long as the city made progress 
toward getting the budget approved. 


The budget agreed upon after nine hours of 
deliberation — seven on Friday and two on 
Monday — is $8,767,173. The general fund 
budget is $387,773 less than last yeah 

“There was really a good workable spirit 
between the finance department and city 
council Friday and Monday,” said Larry 
Moore, city accountant. 

“In fact, I was amazed how well we worked 
together during the nine hours we met on 
those two days. The sessions were very 
productive and the council is to be com- 
mended for their cooperation and action on 
Friday and Monday ’ 

Expenditures have been reduced in every 
department to reflect the most efficient and 
effective use of funds, he said. 

Other major changes in the General Fund 
Budgets include a separate 34th District 
Court budget, a separate federal revenue 
sharing budget, and a revision of the Water 
and Sewer Fund budgets, based on the rate 
study by the firm of Jones and Henry of 
Toledo. 

‘Through efficient management of current 
funds, the residents of Romulus will have a 


slight decrease in their property taxes,” 
Moore said. 

Anticipated revenues will be up in the 
proposed budget because of the inducement of 
new construction of industry and housing, 
which will increase the number of permits for 
building and water taps, according to the city 
accountant. 

Moore also pointed out that the increase of 
Federal Grant monies, which includes the 
34th District Court, the new fire station being 
built on Eureka Road and anticipated grants 
for recreation, will increase revenues. 

The city will spend $289,000 for recreation 
facilities in Elmer Johnson Park and two 
other parks. State and federal grants will give 
Romulus almost as much as that total in 
nearly-matching funds. 

Other factors haveaffectedthe reduction of 
the General Fund Budget, but it will continue 
to provide the bas ic a nd necessary services to 
the residents of Romulus, according to 
Moore. 

These include: 

— Salaries for non-union personnel not to 
exceed a five percent increase. 


— Elected officials’ salaries have not been 
increased. 

— Conference and workshops in most cases 
have been reduced. 

— All “other” and “miscellaneous” ex- 
penditures have been reduced. 

— Expenditures for legal services have 
been cut. 

— Law enforcement services with the 
Wayne County Sheriff Dept, are continued. 

— Contracts for rubbish, library, and 
People’s Community Hospital Authority are 
the same as last year 

—Proposed expenditures for additional fire 
equipment. 

— Additional recreational facilities through 
State and Federal grants. 

The Water and Sewer Dept, budget has 
been separated to reflect actual revenues and 
expenditures to those funds. The rates 
recommended by the rate study were higher 
than those adopted in the Water and Sewer 
budgets. 

The city is considering further recom- 
mendations* as made by the rate study firm 
for future changes in the Water and Sewer 
Department, Moore pointed out. 


Builder threatens to pull out 

Vandalism hampers fire station 


Romulus Fire Chief John Wilhide is well 
trained to handle emergencies. 

But now, the veteran fire-fighter is faced 
with a new kind of “emergency” — one that 
threatens the completion of the city’s new 
half-million-dollar fire station on Eureka 
Road 

It’s called vandalism. 

And malicious destruction is seriously 
hampering work on the new station at 28777 
Eureka Rd., between Middlebelt and 
Harrison. 

“It started with small acts of destruction — 
like kicking a few blocks off the foundation,” 
Wilhide explained Then he listed some more 
costly acts of vandalism. 

“On July 8, they tore a top row of decorative 
brick off the rear wall of the new’ building,” 
the fire chief said. “Then on July 12, a whole 
cube of cinder blocks and 30 bags of mortar 
mix was stolen that cost $123 to replace. It 
must have been adults who did it because you 
could see where someone pulled in a truck 
and loaded the heavy bags.” 

Wilhide said that on the weekend of July 30- 
31 vandals kicked all the blocks loose on in- 
side walls, that cost the mason $750 to replace 
in material and labor 

“It’s plain to see that someone doesn’t want 
this building put up,’’ he said He also pointed 
out that workers on the building overheard 
residents of the neighborhood say, “They’ll 
never finish putting that building up.” 

Wilhide said he “baby-sat" with the 
building two nights to protect it from vandals. 
He also said he talked with Mayor James 
Stewart, and the mayor said he would try to 
get two auxiliary policemen to watch the 
building (hiring the evenings 

Estimating the approximate cost of van- 
dalism at $1,300, the fire chief admitted the 
masonry contractor was very discouraged 
and said if the vandalism continued, he w ould 
pull out and not complete the building 

“If we can ekkp it under control this week, I 
think they’ll have the building closed in and 


we ll be okay,” Wilhide said optimistically. 

There were also reports this past week of 
vandalism at the new $1 million 34th District 
court house going up in the Civic Center next 
toCity Hall on Wayne Rd. Judge James Stone 
was very upset over hearing reports of 
damage to the new building he has worked 
hard for years to see erected 


According to reports, someone broke into 
the Pond Construction Trailer headquarters 
at the court site and stole a CB radio and 
some other items. 

The fire station and new court house are 
both being built by federal grants approved 
earlier this year 

“It’s a shame when people will destroy 


property just for the sake of destroying ” 
Wilhide said. 

"They probably don’t even realize that the 
fire station they’re helping to destroy may be 
the means cf saving their life someday.” 

City officials saida beefed up police patrol 
and closer surveilance of the fire station and 
courthouse will be carried out from now on.

Senate bill 
may expand 
Victim Fund 


State Sen. Patrick 
McCollough of Dear- 
born has introduced 
legislation that will 
expand the ability of the 
Crime Victims Com- 
pensation Fund to 
provide compensation 
for persons injured in 
actions of domestic 
violence. 

TTie Crime Victims 
Compensation Fund 
was established last 
year, under legislation 
introduced by Mc- 
Collough, and will 
provide financial 
compensation to in- 
nocent victims of crime 
in Michigan when it 
takes effect this year. 

“Beginning this 
October we will be able 
to help those persons 
who have been vic- 
timized by violent 
crimes in Michigan 
through the Crime 
Victims Compensation 
Fund,’’ McCollough 
said. “But under the law 
approved by the 
Legislature last year, 


those persons injured in 
domestic violence do not 
qualify to apply for 
reimbursement from 
the fund. 

“However, after 
studying the statute, it 
is clear that our original 
fears of fraudulent 
claims being filed by 
related persons are 
unjustified.” 

The Crime Victims 
Fund has a review 
board with authority to 
award up to $15,000 to a 
person who suffers a 
physical injury' as a 
direct result of a crime 

“An award cannot be 
made on a claim unless 
the claimant has in- 
curred out of pocket loss 
or two week’s earnings 
or support,” Mc- 
Colloughsaid. “Notonly 
will this amendment 
expand the number of 
victims the com- 
pensation fund may 
assist, but it will give 
more discretionary 
power to the board in 
determining who will be 
^compensated.”

near- fatally shot about three doors down from 
my apartment last October.” 

Mrs. Johnson said a &iard shack is being 
erected at the Wellesley entrance and a 
security guard will stand watch to make 
Wellesley an even safer place to live. 

"Some think people get paid for being on 
the Wellesley Board of Directors but there’s 
absolutely no compensation given to them. As 


far as the road closing go, they were 
discussed for two years at open board 
meetings. Everyone had an opportunity to 
voice their opinion,” Mrs. Johnson said. 

Mrs. Malkoff agreed. 

“Security has improved greatly. Since we 
put the poles up blocking the exits, our 
breaking and enterings and thefts have 
decreased to almost zero,” she explained. 
“When we get the guard shack built and have 


complete security, people will feel even safer. 
Even their car insurance will probably go 
down.” 

Mrs. Johnson accused the city of not talking 
with them about the problems. 

However, Public Safety Director Jerry 
Kubiak and Fire Chief Wilhide dispute that, 
saying they have tried to work out matters in 
a peaceful way, but have been rebuffed by the 
Wellesley representatives. 


As far as Gamer’s blockade causing a 
prohlem incase of afire, Wellesley’s Board of 
Directors’ President Richard J. Zavodsky 
contends just the opposite. 

In a letter addressed to Wilhide, Zavodsky 
writes: “The fire station which serves the 
Wellesley Townhouses is located at Wayne 
Road and E corse. Therefore, Smith Road is 
the closest entrance to this station by a 
quarter of a mile minimum. 


“This entrance is protected by a traffic 
light, a median to separate traffic, and a 
paved shoulder for your vehicles to turn onto 
The Gamer Road entrance does not possess 
these safe measures and is complicated by 
the uncontrolled traffic from the 7-11 store 
located on the corner of Gamer and Wayne 
Road.” 

Mrs. Johnson added: “We’ve only had two 
fires in the past eight years.” She also agreed 
with Zavodsky that the Smith Road entrance 
would be much better for the fire engines to 
use in case of fire. 

So that’s where the “battle of the blockade” 
stands right now. 

The guard shack will soon be completed at 
the Smith Road entrance and a security guard 
stationed there. 

Some Wellesley residents say their freedom 
is greatly hindered. Others say it’s the 
greatest place to live in the world. 

Fire Chief Wilhide says the blockade will 
come down. Wellesley officials say it won’t

business to be taken care of on 
Channel 9. You will not hear 
“breaker, breaker” on this one. 

Every now and then you might 
hear someone break for a friend, but 
if asked to leave the channel in a 
courteous manner, they will realize 
their mistake and clear the 
frequency immediately. 

If you need to use Channel 9, or 
feel you want to monitor it, I can’t 
stress enough for you to 1 earn how to 
use it properly. Mo6t people feel that 
there is nothing to handling an 
emergency call, but the first time it 
happens to you, you may find 
yourself in a situation you can’t 
handle. 

First of all, be sure you get the 
correct information. You want to get 
as much as you need, as quickly and 
as accurately as possible. When you 
call the report in to the local 
authorities, be sure not to panic or 
try to rattle the information off to 
them. Keep at a smooth even pace 
and try to keep calm. Remember at 
all times, you could be saving a life. 

CB officially became a highway 
aid in 1970. Before that time there 
was no emergency channel to call out 
on. People volunteered their time by 
monitoring Channel 9 for emergency 


calls and this is how it came into 
existence. The larger groups such 
as, REACT, MEP and HELP were 
formed for such purposes — to aid 
motorists and relay information to 
police, fire, civil defense, wrecker or 
other authorities. 

No matter how you say it — 
“Mayday”, ”SOS,” “HELP,” ”10- 
33,” or “This is an emergency” — 
your call for assistance will more 
than likely be heard by someone on 
the CB radio. 

Another class of calls on Channel 9 
are for motorist assistance. You 
may use Channel 9 to request 
wrecker service, or if you are lost in 
an unfamiliar area. These types of 
calls will also be answered Try to 
remember to identify yourself with 
your FCC call letters. I n some, if not 
mo6t areas, you will not get a 
response if you do not identify 
yourself with your call letters. 
Never identify yourself by your 
handle on Channel 9. 

There are certain groups that are 
using Channel 9 to dispatch mobiles. 
I have heard them asking to bring a 
cup of coffee or a bottle of pop to a 
certain location. To the best of my 
knowledge, this is not approved by 
the FCC. It does interfere with

Health Beat 


Grocery shopping 
for 30,000

Most of us, on at least a weekly basis, 
must accomplish the chore of grocery 
shopping We used the noun chore purposely 
because it’s just no longer any fun to battle 
those seemingly unending lines and the 
outrageous prices flashed at us when the 
ordeal has come to an end. 

Still, we saw a weekly grocery list 
yesterday which brought water to our eyes 
as we blinked and tried to understand its 
magnitude 

We were talking to Maggie L. Forbes, RD, 
Director of Dietetics at the Annapolis 
Hospital Ms. Forbes had just sat down in 
her office for a quick coffee break before 
starting the routine for lunch which would 
have to be served to 287 patients that day. 

The weekly grocery list to which we 
referred eailier ran something like this: 
4050 half-pints of homogenized milk, 190 
half-gallons of homogenized milk, 225 
pounds of cottage cheese, 150 dozen eggs, 90 
pounds of bulk margarine, 48 pounds of 
butter pats, 120 loaves of white bread, 1875 
slices of individually wrapped bread, 80 
pounds of frozen eggs, and 300 pounds of 
coffee 

To these stunning figures you can add 
skim milk, salt, mustard, ginger ale, tea, ice 
cream, meat, soup, and dozens of other 
commodities needed to feed the patients and 
employees in a hospital the size of An- 
napolis. 

We prepared and served 31,064 meals in 
the month of May,” she said, “and from 
looking over my reports, that figure is about 
average for the year with the exception of 
December when the patient census is 
always considerably lower than the other 11 
months ” 

She said that patients are served three 
meals a day and some are additonally given 
two snacks; on any given day there are 
approximately 900 employees in the hospital 
who may use the cafeteria. 

Ms. Forbes is a graduate of Wayne State 


University where she earned a BS in Foods 
and Nutrition. She is a native of Inkster, and 
has been employed at Annapolis since 1969 

She showed us the PCHA Dietary Manual 
— some 200 pages of esoteric, highly 
sophisticated diets and data on sundry 
foods. 

She said that from the basic diets listed, 
she could come up with literally thousands 
of variations. 

As we thumbed through the manual, it 
became quite obvious why Directors of 
Dietetics must have a college education and 
many years of experience before accepting 
the challenge offered by being responsible 
for a large-scale food operation. 

These diets are written in metrics (25 
milligrams, et al) and concern themselves 
with things such as soft diets, bland diets, 
calorie controlled diets, low sodium, fat 
restricted, specials for diabetics, 
cholesterol restricted, and for a very few 
extremely fortunate people, diets to gain 
weight. (I passed those pages by as quickly 
as I could!) 

“Tlie physicians order the diets for their 
patients, and our therapeutic dieticians on 
the patient floors relay that information to 
the kitchen where our people go about the 
business of filling the specifications of the 
diet,” she said. 

She also made some interesting ob- 
servations about food. 

“Our clientele are captive, and have no 
options or alternatives. If they are to eat, 
they must eat what we prepare and deliver 
to their rooms 

“We are highly sensitive to this fact. We 
know, for instance, that food may trigger 
emotional responses which may reach 
exaggerated proportions, not only because 
of foods substitution for other comforts not 
readily available in a hospital environment, 
but because of its meaning relative to 
childhood, family, racial, and ethnic ex- 
periences. 


“Hence, not only are our meals 
nutrionally sound, but they are presented’ 
to the patient in an attractive way as 
possible 

“If a patient is distressed because that 
patient doesn’t like the bland diet ordered by 
the doctor, one of our professionals will take 
the time to sit down with that patient and 
explain why certain restrictions are 
necessary This little bit of extra effort 
coupled with what the doctor has already 
told the patient usually solves any small 
problems before they become major 
crises,” she said 

Such efforts are extremely important in 
that several studies throughout the country 
haveconclusivelyshown that if food service 
in a closed environment satisfies the eater 
(patient, prisoner in jail, jurist sequestered 
in a jury room, or a Vice President in a 
Board Room as examples) that person will 
respond better to his current situation 

Ms. Forbes maintains a stall oi to pebpie 
performing the many functions necessary to 
the operation of the modern kitchen: 
therapeutic dieticians, dietary supervisors, 
food service manager, food service 
supervisor, cooks and bakers, diet menu 
processors, and dietary helpers. 

“We are an active crew,” she said, “but 
all the personnel who work in this service 
are professionals and they truely un- 
derstand the importance and significance of 
their jobs .” 

As we prepared to take leave of the 
delightful smells of the kitchen, Ms Forbes 
asked that we be sure to underscore one 
more thing for our readers 

“You don’t have to be rich to enjoy a 
nutritional diet,” she said “If you include 
the basic four (meat, fruits and vegetables, 
breads and cereals and some dairy 
products) you’ll do well for your body, and 
that good physical feeling will have a 
positive effect on your mental outlook.”

4 Lemon ’ protection and other legislation 


There has been House action in the first 
six months of the 1977 session on a number of 
bills in the interests of consumers. 

One of them applies to those car buyers 
who happen to hit a ‘ lemon. ” Auto dealers 
often sell installment contracts to financial 
institutions, such as banks. In this way, the 
dealer does not have to wait until all 
payments are made before getting full price 
for the car The financial institution pays the 
dealer for the contract and collects the 
payments. 0 

However, if something is wrong with the 
car, and the dealer refuses to satisfy the 
buyer’s demands to repair it. the customer 
has no financial leverage to force the dealer 
to correct the defects The dealer is finan- 
cially out of the picture 
If the buyer tries to withhold payments to 
get action from the dealer the financial 
institution is likely to repossess the car. The 
customer is therefore in a position in which 
he has to continue to make monthly 
payments on a detective car The only 
recourse for the buyer is to sue-the-dealer, 
which can be a lengthy expensive and 
possibly unsuccessful process. 


A bill approved by the House and sent to 
the Senate would enable the buyer to 
withhold payments to the financial in- 
stitution and defend himself against claims 
by the financial institution, which he cannot 
do under present law. This would enable the 
buyer to put indirect pressure on the dealer 

Another bill sent to the Senate would 
prohibit a merchant from starting to charge 
interest on a retail charge purchase until the 
customer has actually received the mer- 
chandise or services 

This would apply both to a store's own 
charge plan and purchases made with bank 
credit cards The merchants would be 
prohibited from submitting the charges to 
the bank until the goods or services had been 
delivered. 

In most cases, the customer gets his 
merchandise at the point of purchase 
However, there are times when an item 
must be specially ordered for the customer, 
who may not receive it for some time 
Occasionally, the merchandise may arrive 
damaged or may not be what the customer 
wanted. It interest has been computed from 
the time of purchase, the buyer is paying 


interest on something he does not have yet 
or may not want. 

The bill also requires that any mistaken 
interest charges be adjusted in accordance 
with the Federal Consumer Protection Act. 
Under that law, the consumer has 60 days to 
notify the creditor of an apparent error in 
billing The creditor then has 90 days to 
notify the consumer that there was no error, 
or. if there was one, to correct it 

Also approved by the House as a bill to 
protect owners or prospective buyers of 
condominium units. This is especially im- 
portant since Michigan, with more than 
1,000 condominiums in the state, ranks third 
in the nation in condominium development, 
behind only California and F lorida. The bill 
would require that developers obtain 
licenses to sell or even to offer for sale 
condominium units located in Michigan or in 
other states wheh the units are sold in 
Michigan. A master deed would have to be 
filed with the Department of Commerce. 

A written notice of intent to build a con- 
dominium would have to be filed with the 
local unit of government and the County 
Road Commission and dram commissioner. 


Each prospective buyer would have to be 
offered a disclosure statement Those who 
take reservations to buy would have to 
receive a copy of the master deed and the 
by-laws of co-owners. Any deposits would 
have to be promptly refunded upon request. 

If a developer advertises a recreational 
facility or other common element, the 
Department of Commerce could require the 
developer to establish an escrow account to 
ensure completion of the facility. 

The bill also details the rights and 
responsibilities of the Association of Co- 
owners, as well as the action taken in case of 
default by a co-owner. If an owner wishes to 
rent his unit he would have to notify the 
association beforehand, and supply the 
association with a copy of the lease 

The bill is under consideration in the 
Senate. 

The legislature approved another 
measure to protect consumers against the 
possibility of buying PBB contaminated 
food PBB (Polybrominated Biphenyl) is a 
toxic fire retardant chemical which was 
accidentally mixed with livestock feed that 
was distributed, sold and used widely across

chain to 02 parts per million in livestock 
tissue.

The measure requires the testing of all 
dairy cows born before January 1, 1976 when 
the animals are culled from the herd for 
meat production Those found to contain 
more than 02 parts per million of PBB. 
which is considered the lowest measurable 
level will be destroyed and buried F armers 
will be reimbursed for their losses. 

Milk will also be tested before leaving 
dairy farms Any cows giving PBB tainted 
rnilk will be taken out of production

Labor and presidential advisors are 
working to formulate the Carter welfare 
policy 

The President feels the present welfare 
system is so bad it should be scrapped and 
replaced with a multiple program that 
would provide jobs for those who can work, 
financial assistance for those who cannot, 
and income tax credits for the working 
poor. 

' The President says the new system will 
initially cost no more than the present 
system, which is now budgeted at $28.6 
billion for next fiscal year. 

He feels that the cost of welfare for state 
and local governments should be reduced 
as rapidly as federal resources permit, hut 
he is not advocating a federal takeover of 
the system 

Following are key points of the Carter 
plan 

—Up to two million public service jobs 
designed to provide employment for every 
family with children and a family member 
able to work 

* —Earned income tax credit for the 
working poor, possibly higher than present 
levels or supplemented with cash 


—A decent income for those unable to 
work, with the benefits now provided by 
Aid to Dependent Children, Supplemental 
Security Income and food stamps con- 
solidated in one cash payment. The 
payment would be the same for all 
recipients nationwide, except where ad- 
justed for cost of-lmng difference 
The plan would include incentives to 
encourage people to take jobs in the 
private sector rather than public service 
jobs. It would also encourage people to 
work by insuring that a family with at 
least one person working would make 
more than a family on welfare Incentives 
would be designed to keep families 
together The present system makes it 
financiaDy rewarding for a working father 
to leave home and let his family go on 
welfare 

Local administration of public service 
jobs would be emphasized. 

The President points out that these 
programs would be simpler and easier to 
administer than the present system, and 
that they offer incentives to be honest and 
eliminate welfare fraud 
According to the President, if the new 
legislation can be adopted by Congress, it 
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would take about three years to fully 
implement it 

Hie present progiams. lie says, are not 
adequate, fail or i ational, are too 
wasteful, and arc open to fraud 
The Admimst ration has promised to 
discuss the program w ith state legislators 
and governors to lind cut state by state 
what tlic* impact will he 
There are still many details lobe .vorked 
out and the plan could be revised 
somewhat or even considerably by the 
time it reaches Congress Just what will 
happen to it in Congress is an uncertainty, 
but the program does offer a very' different 
approach to welfare reform

55 mph limit questioned

Being the writer of a personal column 
carries with it certain built-in liberties, such 
as being able to choose, almost without 
restriction, the topic upon which one wants 
to expound. 

Something which happened a few short 
years ago because of the energy scare and 
the Arab oil embargo has really bugged me 
- the 55 mile-per-hour state and federal 
speed limit for drivers on our state and 
national highways 

I would he considered stupid, and rightly 
so, if I was to state that the reduced speed 
limit if rigidly observed, does not save on 
fuel used by millions of American motorists 
and in the number of accidents But, that is 
not the only important consideration! 

An old saying says somet hing to the effect 
that one ‘shouldn’t cut off his nose to spite 
his face To me, that is just about what the 
55 mph speed limit accomplishes 

State and national highways are built for 
motorists w ho a re traveling long distances 
They are so constructed, complete with 
banked curves, for speeds greater than used 
in city driving, so motorists can get from 
Point A to Point B with a minimum of time 

1 can recall a decade or so back when 
many states were considering the adoption 
of 80 mph speed limits because the 70 mph 
limit then in existence was deemed obsolete 
American cars with their huge cubic inches 
of displacement easily top 100 mph, some 
reach 120 to 130 mph with ease Evidently, 
car builders of the last few years foresaw 


the time when much higher speed limits 
would be the order of the day or they would 
not have kept increasing size of car engines 
with resulting higher top speeds for year 
after year of production 
But. the propaganda generated by 
proponents of saving <n gasoline con- 
sumption so panicked state and federal 
legislators that they hurriedly enacted 
legislation limiting highway speeds without 
considering its ramifications 
Today, motorists who try, and some 
doggedly do. to abide by the 55 mph speed 
limit appear in tht< writer s observations, 
not only to be in the minority, hut are ac- 
tually risking their lives 
Scrupulously keeping their car’s speed 
down to the required 55 mph or under, 
motorists find themselves passed 
repeatedly by other autos traveling 
anywhere from 60 to 90 mph This situation 
poses a serious nsk — being struck in the 
rear by cars who do not veer around slower 
moving vehicles in sufficient time 
But. that possibility is minor compared to 
what could happen if one of the hundreds of 
truck-trailers weighing several tons hits the 
back of a much lighter car And, believe me, 
many of those truck-trailers travel at speeds 
far in excess of the 55 mph speed limit Why 
more of them are not stopped by police 
officers watching for speeders is beyond me. 
except for what could happen to the state’s 
business image should too many trucks be 
stopped for speeding

This typo of accident in which a truck hits 
the back d a car could be compounded if 
another truck or another car is immediately 
in front Then, the poor law abiding 
motorist is “sandwiched” in between and 
lus car is reduced to a pile of twisted steel 
and shattered glass, resulting in serious 
injuries or death to the rar v occupants 

In additkm a stud> showed that the 55 
mph speed wastes more fuel than an 
average speed of about 62 mph, especially 
for big trucks which have to gear down for 
lower speeds 

Thus, not only is the 55 mph speed limit 
impractical in regard to fuel savings, it 
poses a serious threat to loss d life, limb and 
property because of inconsistent en 
forcement by police Also, traveling at 
slower speeds means more time spent on 
highways, more time in which accidents, 
caused by a multitude of factors, can occur 

The frustration experienced by today’s 
motorist in wanting to legally observe this 
ridiculous speed limit on the one hand, and. 
on the other, know ing he should go faster to 
increase fuel efficacy and possibly even to 
save the lives of himself and other oc- 
cupants of his car, is unwarranted 

Surely, in today's age of technology and 
enlightenment, authrrities can come up 
with an alternative or alternatives to better

Hornworm 

finds dinner 
in tomatoes 

Tips irom the Garden Doctor this week include: 
Q A big green worm is eating both the leaves and 
fruit of our tomatoes. What is it? 

A This sounds like the tomato hornworm, fur- 
ther characterized by a nonstinging horn on its 
posterior end. These can be found and handpicked 
in spite of their good camouflage Check the soil for 
droppings Trace upward from the freshest 
droppings, and you’ll usually find the culprit. If 
your tomato patch is large, control these worms 
with Dipel, Thuricide, Malathion or Diazinon. 

Q Holes a re being eaten into our green tomatoes. 
We can’t see any any worms. What is doing this? 

A Lf the leaves are not being eaten in addition to 
the tomatoes, the damage probably is from cut 
worms or fruit worms. Control them by spraying 
the entire plant, including the fruit, with Sevin or 
Malathion 

Q We were picking com and noticed some large 
white and gray formations on some ears. Is it safe 
to eat corn from this field? 

A: Yes, it is safe. These strange growths are a 
fungus that does not affect humans Ears showing 
this symptom should be removed as soon as it’s 
noticed so it won’t spread. 

Q: We have several trees that were just planted 
this past spring. We know the soil should be kept 
moist, but how will we know if we’re overwatering? 

A In the average soil, one deep watering per 
rainless week is ample. Deep watering for a tree 
means the moisture gets down at least 18 inches. If 
your soil is clay, or the trees are in a poorly drained 
area, soil probing may be necessary to check for 
overwatering. Do this by plunging a soil probe or a 
spade into the soil just beyond the root ball. If water 
is pooling, or if the soil is definitely soggy at the 18- 
inch depth, don’t water yet. 

Q: There is a huge wasp burrowing in the ground 
next to our sidewalk. Is it dangerous? 

A. You probably are seeing a cicada killer. This 
type of wasp works singly rather than in colonies. It 
is only interested in stinging cicadas unless you try 
to pick it up The female stings a cicada, which she 
then drops into her burrow and lays an egg on it 
The hatching young feed on the cicada. If the 
burrowing is seriously disrupting your lawn, drench 
the area with Diazinon or Sevin concentrating on 
the borrows. 

Q In the past I’ve had bitter tasting cucumbers. 
How can it be avoided this year? 

A There isn’t any way to avoid it. Bitterness 
results when hot weather is followed by sub- 
stantially cooler temperatures. Taste test each 
cucumber before slicing it into a salad so you can 
avoid the distasteful ones 

Q: The leaves on our lilac bush get white and 
unhealthy looking each year The condition hasn’t 
yet started for this summer, so can we treat it so the 
leaves will remain attractive? 

A Yes, you can use regular sprays of Benlate, 
Karathane or Sulfur. The condition is called 
powderv mildew On lilac it’s only a surface con- 
dition, so it does no damage to the plants. 

Right 'tools' 
are needed 
for canning 

To get good quality 
and safe home canned 
food you must use the 
right canning equip- 
ment. And Dr. June 
Sears, home economist 
for the Wayne County 
Cooperative Extension 
Service’s Growing 
Roots gardening and 
Expanded Nutrition 
programs, recommends 
several precautions for 
home food preservers. 

Be sure all jars and 
lids are perfect. Throw 
away any with cracks, 
chips, dents or rust. 

Defects prevent airtight 
seals, and food could 
spoil. Wash and rinse all 
lids and bands Metal 
lids with sealing 
compound may need to 
be boiled for a few 
minu tes Follow 
manufacturer’s direc- 
tions. 

Remember to use 
standard canning jars 
made for standard jar 
lids These jars will not 
break fn very hot or cold 
temperatures Jars 
containing commercial 
products may not be 
tempered for canning 
and could break in the 
pressure canner or 
boiling water bath. 

When you can fruits 
and vegetables you 
must heat them hot 
enough and long enough 
to destroy organisms 
that spoil food This 
heating (or processing) 
also stops undesirable 
changes in flavor, color 
and texture of 
vegetables. 


To process high add 
foods such as fruits, 
tomatoes and pickled 
vegetables, use a boiling 
water both canner If 
you don* want to buy 
one, you may use a 
large clean kettle with 
a mck and tight fitting 
lid 

The ketUe must be 
deep enough to hold jars 
jpnght with one or two 
inches d space above 


the water to permit 
water to boil gently. 

For all common 
vegetables except 
tomatoes, you must use 
a steam-pressure 
canner Processing 
these low-acid foods 
safely, in a reasonable 
length of time, takes a 
much' higher tem- 
perature than that of 
boiling water 

Test pressure canners 
that ha ve a dial gauge at 
least once a year— or 
more often, if the 
canner is used 
frequently, or if the lid 
received a hard knock. 
For testing, use a 
maximum thermometer 
or electric testing 
device. 

During the yearly 
checkup, also make 
sure the petcock and 
safety valves are clean 
and in working order 
and tighten the screws 
on the handles. 

Stretch and turn 
rubber gaskets that 
allow leakage of steam, 
or if brittle, replace with 
new gaskets. 

To remove stains and 
odors inside your 
canner, use one cup 
vinega r in a canner half- 
full of water. Heat to 5 
lbs pressure for 15 
minutes Remove and 
rinse canner To remove 
sediment and stains 
from small parts such 
as the petcock, use full- 
strength vinegar 

For canners with 
screw type lufp a few 
drops of solvent, such as 
kerosene or lighter 
fluid, will help the 
screws operate more 
easily 

You may want to buy 
earning tongs to remove 
jars from pressure or 
water bath canners 
Tongs whould hold the 
jars firmly enough so 
they will not slip or 
break Jar fillers help 
keep the tops of jars 
clean and that helps in 
assuring a safe seal

trip to Hell...Michigan, 


that is! 


Bicycle tour covers 134 miles 


(This is the 10th in a series of 15 
weekly articles on bicycle touring 
through Michigan. These features 
are designed to encourage Michigan 
tourism and promote bicycling near 
population centers.) 

You can go to Hell on a bicycle via 
a 184-mile tour through some of 
southern Michigan’s prettiest lake 
and farm country, w ith stops outside 
the world’s largest walled prison, 
inside the State Capitol and along 
two picturesque rivers, according to 
Automobile Club of Michigan. 

Hell is just 20 miles southwest of 
Brighton in Livingston County, and 
the Devil’s Den gift shop and Dam 
Sight Inn are popular stops for 
tourists who want to tell the folks at 
home they have been to Hell and 
back. 

For a 105-mile tour, bicyclists can 
head north from Hell to Gregory and 
take M-36 through miles of corn 
fields dotted with big red barns, 
Centennial farms and giant silos to 
Mason, the Ingham County seat. 
From there, it is just eight miles 
north to the State Capitol in Lansing, 
where tours are given every half- 
hour from 8:30 a m. to 4 p.m. on 


weekdays and from 11 a m. to 4:30 
pm. Saturdays and Sundays 

After another stop at the Michigan 
State University campus in East 
Lansing, bikers can head back to 
Brighton via Michigan Avenue iM- 
143) and Grand River (M-43and B L. 
96), breaking up the 36-mile trek 
with stops at Howell’s Depot 
Museum and History Town, a 
restaurant-antique shop-flea 
market-amusement park complex 
just w est of Brighton 

Bicyclists w ho feel up to extending 
their tour through Jackson, Calhoun 
and Eaton counties should head 
south on M 106 from Gregory to just 
outside Jackson, where they can see 
the world’s largest walled prison— 
from a comfortable distance— and 
buy prisoner handicarfts at the 
Southern Michigan Prison Hob- 
bycraft Shop It is open from 8 a m. 
to 8 p.m. daily. 

In Jackson, a plaque at the corner 
of Franklin and Second streets 
marks the spot where the national 
Republican Party (GOP) was bom 
July 4, 1854. On the city’s South Side, 
the Ella Sharp Museum complex— a 
Victorian farmhouse, 1-room 
school house, art gallery, pioneer log 
cabin, crossroads store and

planetarium— is surrounded by 530 
partly wooded acres making up 
Sharp Park 

The park is a delightful place to 
stop and rest, and bikers can visit 
the museum complex between 10 
a m and 5 p.m. Tuesday through 
Friday and between 1:30 and 5 p.m. 
Saturday and Sunday. The 
planetarium is open by appointment 
only 

Another beautiful park— Sparks 
Foundation— is situated only a 
couple miles farther west, and its 
big attraction is the Cascades, a 
series of 16 waterfalls 500 feet long, 
64 feet high and 60 feet wide Nightly 
between 9 and 10:30 p.m. from 
Memorial Day through Labor Day, 
the waterfalls are illuminated by 
1,230 colored lights that paint 
breathtaking pictures to the ac- 
companiment of music. 

The 12-mile ride from Jackson to 
Concord is along more winding 2- 
lane highway and past miles of com 
fields studded with oil rigs pumping 
up and down. Follow M-60 past 
Spring Arbor College in Spring 
Arbor and stop in Concord at Mann 
House, a restored Victorian man- 
sion just off the main street The 
hours posted on the black wrought 
iron fence are 10 a m. to 5 p.m 
Tuesday through Friday and 1 to 5 
p.m. Saturday and Sunday 

Another interesting Victorian 
mansion is the Gardner House 
Museum in Albion, about 11 miles 
north of Concord via M-99. It is open 
2 to 5 p m. Satuday and Sunday 
throughout the summer Built in the 
late lROOs, it fits right in with the 
many Albion College buildings 
which date back to the last century 

Albion’s Victory Park, where the 


branches of the Kalamazoo River 
meet, is the site of the annual 
Festival of the Forks, to be held Oct. 

1 this, year 

Heading north on M-99 to Eaton 
Rapids, bikers can cross a small 
bridge in the center of town and 
enjoy the peaceful serenity of Island 
Park, located smack in the middle of 
the Grand River. 

A side trip down M- 188 to the VFW 
National Home and back is eight 
miles of pedaling, but well worth it. 
A series of homes, each dedicated to 
a different state, houses children of 
deceased or disabled veterans from 
around the nation. There is a 
grocery store, clothing store and 
just about everything needed to 
make a self-sufficient community 

Traveling north to Lansing via 
Waverly Road and M-99 is a 20-mile 
trip through more rich farmland. 
The route passes the giant Old- 
smobile plant before reaching the 
State Capitol complex Heading east 
to link up to Grand River and the trip 
back to Brighton, bicyclists can stop 
along the way on Michigan State 
University’s tree^shaded campus 

There are campgrounds and 
motels all along the route, and 
almost every town has a delightful 
park to enjoy. Brighton’s Mill Pond 
City Park is especially delightful 
with its old-fashioned gazebo and 
dozens of ducks and ducklings 

Bicyclists should pace themselves 
according to their ability. The 
League of American Wheelmen 
estimates the average bicyclist can 
cover 35 to 50 miles a day with ease. 
A card and pamphlet containing 
bicycle safety tips are available free 
at all Automobile Club of Michigan 
offices.

Call it 'Spiritual Intuition' 




“But ye have an unction (an an- 
notating) from the Holy One and ye 
know all things." 1 John 2:20 

With all the different religions, 
beliefs, and opinions of right and 
wrong, how can a Christian deter- 
mine what is right and what is 
wrong? Ini John 2: 18, John is giving 
a warning against the antichrists. 

Today, people need warnings from 
God sent messengers. But these 
messengers are not always 
available. So, what is a person 
supposed to do when the dedicated 
preacher or other messengers of 
God are not available? 

Notice John in writing to young 
believers the assurance was that 
each believer has an unction. With 
some of us, we get a feeling that 
certain things are going to happen. 
It is a kind of intuition, a kind of 
insight, a second sight that 
something, which has not happened 
will happen. In some families there 
are persons who are always 
predicting things. They have a 
feeling or a definite impression 
upon them. With some, this can 
evolve into fanaticism. The person 
can go off the deep end. They can 
become dree mers. They may create 


things in their imagination. In spite 
of what we say and think about in- 
tuition, there are those who are 
forewarned in exact, precise and 
accurately by God. 

Can a Christian know? Can a 
Christian make the distinction 
between the false prophet and the 
genuine, God called, motivated and 
directed leader, messenger, pastor, 
prophet, church worker? 

At the time that John wrote his 
letter to young Christians, the an- 
tichrists were those who left the 
faith, those who turned from the 
church and the work of Jesus Christ 
as controlled and supervised by the 
Holy Spirit. Today, there is the 
person who is not only young in the 
faith of Christian religion, there are 
likewise older persons who are 
mixed up as the results of all the 
various teachings, religions and so- 
called followers of Jesus. 

How can you really k now you have 
been bom again? How can you know 
you are living the Christian life? 
How can you know that you are in 
the right church or following the 
right teachings? The best way to 
find out who is right and what is 
right is to make sureyou have divine 



connections and be sure that your 
new life, your saved self, your new 
birth, your salvation is the results of 
theredemptive work of Jesus Christ. 

Christ has a divine relationship 
with the believers. Without a doubt, 
Christ informs redeemed persons 
about the proper course, route, or 
road to take in life. The Holy Spirit 
decides for the believer. Thei e is no 
gray area. The Holy Spirit is our 
only assurance of making i ight 
decisions. It is through Christ that 
we have stability. Christ was an- 
notated with the Spirit in all fullness 
In 2 Cor. 5:5, we find that the 
believer in Christ “the one Believer” 
who has been convicted by the Holy 
Spirit also receives a n annotating In 
this, each believer is empwcred by 
the gift or work of the Holy Spirit to 
announce the truth which he or she 
has learned. Read John 14:26. "But 
the Comforter, which is the Holy 
Ghost (Spirit) whom the Father will 
send in my name, he shall teach you 
all things, and bring all things to 
your remembrance, whatsoever I 
have said to you.” 

In this kind of relationship, that is 
the one where the Holy Spirit is the 
teacher and the activator of recall, 
one does not quence the Holy Spirit. 
In the event that a person is not able 
to make the proper distinction 
between right and wrong, that 
person has not been in school with 
the Holy Spirit. The Holy Spirit does 
not bring to remembrance that 
which has not been taught In the 
annotating by the Holy Spirit, there 
is a learning process. But, this 
learning process is supervised by 
the Holy Spirit.

WCCC registration opens for fall term 


Wayne County Community 
College (WCCC) is set to start its 
eighth year of instruction and has 
begun registration for the fall 1977 
term 

The youngest of Michigan s 29 
community colleges. WCCC has 
grown to become the second largest 
in terms of enrollment, with some 
20,000 students attending during a 
school year.

Landlords, tenants benefit 
in pilot program, HOUSE 


A pilot project, initiated last April 
by the Department of Social Ser- 
vices (DSS) and the Housing Owners 
of the United States Exchange 
(HOUSE), indicates that 
cooperation between landlords and 
the department can be beneficial for 
all concerned. 

The project was initiated after a 
series of discussions between 
HOUSE president Charles Costa 
and DSS Housing Bureau Chief Ann 
Marie Sims indicated a longstanding 
misconception regarding the 
department’s ability to respond in 
cases where welfare recipients do 
not pay their rent. 

Federal guidelines allow direct 
rental payments to a landlord when 
welfare recipients fail to manage 
their money properly. 

Through the project HOUSE and 
DSS succeeded in streamlining 
existing procedures, opening lines of 


communication and assuring timely 
departmental response to HOUSE 
complaints. 

Under the 2-month project, a 
landlord who had not been paid rent 
by a recipient for one or more 
months was supposed to notify 
HOUSE and file a complaint. 
HOUSE would then investigate the 
charges and refer the complaint to 
the Department of Social Services. 
If the complaint was valid, rent 
payments were made directly to the 
landlord instead of the welfare 
tenant. 

From April 4 to June 4 the DSS 
received 209 referrals from HOUSE. 
Of these: 78 (or 37 percent) were 
fetumed to HOUSE because they 
involved rent which was above the 
county shelter maximum or closed 
or pending public assistance cases. 
Of the remaining 131 referrals, 46, 
(or 35 percent), resulted in direct

rental payments and-or payment of 
rental arrearage. This amounts to 
total payments to landlords during 
the 2-month project of over $18,000. 

An additional 45 cases were denied 
for other reasons, such as, 
relocation of recipients, no evidence 
of mismanagement or landlord 
tenant disputes regarding housing 
maintenance. 

“I am very pleased,” Costa said. 
“This is a long needed step in the 
right direction. HOUSE intends to 
continue to improve this relationship 
and open lines of communication in 
other areas necessary to the 
preservation of the housing stock.” 

Mrs. Sims added: “Through this 
program we have recognized a 
common goal — assuring the 
availability of decent housing at a 
price recipients can afford. 
Achievement of this goal must in- 
volve an acknowledgement of the 
responsibilities of both landlord and 
tenant. This program has succeeded 
in communicating what these 
responsibilities are.” 


What s to do in the garden and 
around the home this month? 
Plenty! And Michigan State 
University Extension specialists 
offer these suggestions: 

— Cut back perennials after the 
foliage begins to die. 

— Remove some of the lateral 
buds and thin the side shoots on 
dahlias to stimulate them to produce 
larger flowers from the buds that 
remain. Stake and tie the plants as 
needed. 

— Take cuttings from fuchsia, 
wax begonias, impatiens, coleus and 
geranium! for growing indoors this 
winter. 

— Transplant and divide peonies, 
iris, phlox and garden lilies as 
necessary. 

— Prepare beds for spring 
flowering bulbs. Order bulbs for 
November planting. 

— Stop fertilizing roses before 
Aug. 15. Later fertilization would 
spur new growth that would be very 
susceptible to winter injury. 

— Keep pinching the faded flowers 
and seed heads from flowering 
annuals. If allowed to go to seed, 
they will produce no more flowers. 
Pinch the tops of petunias to keep 
the plants short and bushy. 

— Bagwurms feeding on or- 
namentals cannot be controlled by 
spraying now. Pick the bags off and 
destroy them. 

— Check maples and other trees 
for aphids. Look for nettled, curled 
leaves, glossy and sticky with 
honeydew. If aphid predators like 
ladybugs are present in large 
numbers, let them handle the 
problem. If predators are scarce, 
you can spray with malathion. This 
late in the season, however, the 
aphids cannot do any serious 
damage, so spraying is not strongly 
recommended. 

— Azaleas and oak trees with 
green-veined, yellow leaves are 
suffering from an iron deficiency. 
Apply iron chelates as a soil drench 
to correct this. 

— Do not fertilize trees or shrubs 
now. This would stimulate late 
growth that would be susceptible to 
winter injury. 

— Check trees and shrubs tran- 
splanted in the past year or two to 
make sure they are not being girdled 
by guy wires. Remove any wire or 
nylon rope placed around the base of 
the trunk or main branches at 
transplanting. 

—Use Sevin, lindane or malathion 
to control lacebugs on sycamore, 
honey-locust and other ornamentals. 
Always use Sevin with extreme 
care; it is highly toxic to honeybees. 

— Establish a new lawn or 
renovate an old one between Aug. 15 
and Sept. 15. Research at MSU has 
shown this to be the best time for 
lawn establishment in Michigan. 

— Fertilize established lawns in 
late August with a complete fer- 
tilizer. 

— Do not use lawn herbicides or 
weed-and-feed compounds con- 
taining silvex when the temperature 
is higher than 75 degrees. At high 
temperatures, silvex can damage 


the lawn and landscape or- 
namentals. 

— Remove dead grass that has 
matted down in your lawn 
— Prepare and seed bare spots in 
your lawn. Water daily — more than 
once, if necessary — during dry’ 
weather until the new grass is firmly 
established 

— If white grubs and sod web- 
worms are damaging your law r n, 
treat the turf with dursban or 
diazinon, according to label 
directions. 

—Thin fall vegetables planted last 
month. 

— Plant beans, peas, lettuce, beets 
and radishes for a fall harvest 
— Look for signs of the com 
earworm and the European com 
borer feeding in sweet corn. Spray 
with Sevin, if necessary. 

— Check tomato plants for tomato 
homwonms. Pick the worms off by 
hand and destroy them. Or spray

— Tomatoes with leafspot, early 
blight and late blight should be 
sprayed with maneb or tomato 
sprays containing coppers. 

— To whiten the heads of 
cauliflower, wrap them when they 
are two to three inches in diameter 
in the larger leaves of the plant. 
They are ready for harvest when 
they reach a diameter of six inches. 
Self-blanching and green-headed 
varieties do not require this treat- 
ment.

For the average senior citizen 
household, which uses 333 
kilowatthours a month, the savings 
would be $1 . 16 a month, or 7 percent, 
compared to the proposed new 
standard rates for the same elec- 
tricity use by other residential 
customers 

About 275,000 households, or 
nearly 20 percent of the company’s 
1.5 million residential customers, 
w'ould be eligible for the new senior 
citizens’ rate, if approved by the 
PSC. 

“This proposed new rate 
recognizes the unique problems 
faced by the elderly who, for the 
most part, are getting along on 
fixed, and often relatively low, in- 
comes compared to their neigh- 
bors,” said Detroit Edison chairman 
and chief executive officer William 
G. Meese. "Detroit Edison is con- 
cerned about the impact of rising 
electrical rates on people in these 
special circumstances. ’’ 

The proposed new rate takes into 
account differences in electrical use 
patterns between senior citizens and 
other customers, as well as dif- 
ferences between the company’s 
cost of providing service for senior 
citizens and other customers. 

At the same time, Edison applied 
for approval of a 5.5 percent price 
adjustment for 1978 to recognize the 
continuing impact of inflation. This 
would add about $1.70 a month to the 
average residential customer’s 
monthly bill. The utility’s industrial 
and commercial customers also 
would be subject to 5.5 percent 
electricity price adjustments. 


The utility also applied for an 
increase of 1 percent in its 
authorized rate of return on the 
investment made by the company’s 
common shareholders, which would 
add about 71 cents (2.2 percent) a 
month to the average residential 
customer’s bill, to enable it to raise, 
at lower costs, capital required to 
build new generating plants needed 
for the anticipated growth in elec- 
trical use in the coming years. 

An accounting change also has 
been requested that would increase 
depreciation rates to more properly 
reflect the wearing out and ob- 
solescence of plants and equipment 
experienced by the utility, adding 
about 27 cents a month (0.9 percent) 
to the average residential bill. 

The total amount requested by 
Detroit Edison in its new rate case is 
$122,285,000, or an increase of 8.6 
percent, which would add $2.68 a 
month to the average residential 
bill, other than for senior citizens. Of 
the total amount, the company has 
requested $69,860,000 in immediate

Blow-up: Pavement 


says 'It's too hot' 


A hot summer afternoon and 
you’re driving a smooth concrete 
highway— maybe even a little over 
the 55-mile-per-hour limit, without 
warning, there’s a broken pavement 
joint ahead. Chunks of ragged 
concrete are spread along the 
pavement. 

You panic; hit the brakes! 

The pavement break is a 
phenomenon known to highway 
engineers as a “blow-up”. It usually 
occurs on hot summer afternoons. 

Tom Wiseman, chief maintenance 
engineerfor the Department of State 
Highways and Transportation, said 
391 blow-ups occurred on state high-* 
w r ays and freeways last year. They 
cost more than $400,000 in repairs 
and caused a lot of anxious moments 
for motorists. 

Concrete expands in summer and 
contracts in winter so engineers 
design expansion joints in highways 
to relieve pressure. Blow-ups rarely 
occur on new highways, but joints on 
older pavements sometimes 


deteriorate and become plugged 
with dirt and debris, preventing 
normal joint action. Under extreme 
pressure brought on by high tem- 
peratures, cracks appear and the 
joint “blows”. 

Usually, the action is gradual, but 
it can occur in minutes. Main- 
tenance crews make repairs as soon 
as possible, but when traffic is 
heavy, many vehicles may hit the 
joint before it is reported. 

Blown joints are patched with hot 
concrete that dries in five to six 
hours and sometimes, where traffic 
is heavy, with pre-cast sections of 
roadway that can be fitted into the 
pavement in less than two hours. 
Occasionally, a temporary patch of 
asphalt is used. 

“We have potholes in spring, 
bridge ice in fall, snow and ice in 
winter and blow-ups in summer,” 
Wiseman said. “With no permanent 
solution to any of these problems, 
motorists just have to drive 
carefully in all four seasons.”

Special friend moves on 


While Sports Editor Tom Mooradian takes a well-deserved vacation, 
George Whitehead is guest columnist for The Sports Meridian. 

If this column seems to border on an eulogy, please accept the fact that is 
was not meant to be; if it becomes too much like a friendly pat on the back, 
please indulge me; and, finally, if this writer abandons his formal jour- 
nalistic training to espouse a personal attitude, please forgive me. But this 
chronicle is much too close to home. 

The appointment of Jim Mc- 
Partlin as assistant principal at 
Wayne Memorial High School is 
the catalyst for this column, for 
McPartlin is a close and good 
friend, as well as a fine human 
being. Undoubtedly he is more 
than well-qualified for the new 
position and unquestionably will 
do a good job. But Wayne High’s 
gain is the sports world’s loss. 

For six years McPartlin has 
been head swimming coach at 
Wayne Memorial. During his 
tenure, he established a program 
which culminated two years ago 
with the first championship in the 
history of women’s swimming at 
Wayne, and that feat was 
repeated by the women and 
duplicated by the men this past 
school season. 

So much for his coaching ability, for there have been many before, and 
probably many more to follow, who have achieved greatness as a mentor 
only to move up the ladder to a higher plane in the field of his or her chosen 
vocation. 

This column is not primarily about McPartlin’s coaching ability, but more 
about the man. 

I first became closely acquainted with McPartlin in 1972 when my children 
began swimming with the Wayne Recreation Dolphin Swim Club, an integral 
part of that program instituted by McPartlin and other Wayne High swim 
boosters. It initially was established as only a “feeder” system for future 
Zebra swimmers and was exclusive in nature at the outset. * 

The program, as witnessed by the recent Wayne success, worked. 
However, in the process, something else happened to those kids from Wayne 
and Westland — they became exposed and affected personally by Jim 
McPartlin. 

I have described Jim McPartlin to scores of parents over the past years as 
being “26 years old going on 48.” It is true — he has the enthusiasm of a 
youngster, the poise of a veteran, the wisdom of an “old-timer,” and the 
patience of a grandfather. 

Many times I have witnessed him starting at one end of the mammoth 
Attwood Pool by “chewing-out” an experienced high school swimmer who 
decided to skimp on his practice drills. As he moved on, McPartlin en- 
couraged another experienced prep swimmer, with praise for an effort; 
advised a more proficient 13 or 14 year older as to more efficient techniques; 
gave even more detailed instruction to one of the relative newcomers, and 
ended his stroll by playfully tossing one of the many very young boys or girls 
into the water. 

In that relatively short span of 50 yards, this man displayed all facets of 
emotion, a rare disposition indeed, for one of his tender years, for McPartlin 
is 28 summers old. 

In the process of building his “feeder” system, McPartlin never seemed to 
lose sight of the fact that those boys and girls were not just bodies, names 
and faces — the best to be plucked away from the pack and others left to fend 
for themselves. He always had time to talk over a problem, whether 
swimming, personal or whimsical. 

His relationship with adults bordered on the same. He is all business when 
the moment dictates, a fun-seeking leprechaun who can drop his favorite 
subject (swimming) to join in any festivity on the docket, and a true leader 
under any of these circumstances. 

But kids, those are Jim McPartlin’s people. Parents are just the vehicle 
which brought the kids to him. And that feeling is noticeably reciprocal by 
the boys and girls with whom he comes into contact 
The emotion is one of genuine love and affection. Yes, in this cold and 
callous world of win-at-all-cost sports, Jim McPartlin’s charges have gone 
almost to the end of their personal endurance, not only for him, but 
primarily BECAUSE of him. 

You can flower the reasons with words like pride, devotion, loyalty or 
desire — but in the end result it is quite simply and plainly “love.” 

It’s with this feeling that Jim McPartlin, swim coach, becomes James J. 
McPartlin, assistant principal, and there is little doubt among close friends 
that he will do more counseling than administrating — for that is Jim Mc- 
Partlin, the man. 

In my final analysis, how the job is accomplished will be the measure of 
his success, and McPartlin’s past record shows him a winner, both in 
athletic endeavors and in life.

Grissom's world 

Trolling— 
fishing for the 
lazy man?

I don’t know how it got started for 
sure, but somewhere along the way 
trolling started being referred to as 
“a Jazy man’s” fishing technique. I 
think it might have been a 
plugcaster who had one small bass 
to show for six hours of fishing . . . 
and had just watched a troller net 
his third nice pike. 

To the casual observer it probably 
does look quite easy. Two fishermen 
sitting back in comfortable chairs, 
watching their lines, as they cruise 
by. But I’ve never found it quite that 
easy. Standing in a boat with four-to 
six-foot waves pitching you all 
around is hard enough, but try 
running four downriggers, two 
outriggers, a flatline, and changing 
lures every thirty minutes. If you 
can stand there flatfooted and tell 
me that it is easy, my hat is off to 
you. 

Trolling is probably one of the best 
methods to use when you are un- 
familiar with a particular lake. You 
can cover a larger amount of water, 
fish more lines, and expose more 
lures to more fish than if you were 
plugcasting. Not that I have 
anything against plugcasting. 
Nothing quite equals the thrill of a 
bass hitting a jitterbug at dusk. 

As a boy I used to go to North Lake 
with my dad and we’d roll in our 12- 
foot cartop. We didn’t know much 
about technique, and our equipment 
was meager, but it seemed we 
always took some nice fish. 

Basically there are two types of 
trolling that are used. Surface 
trolling and deep trolling. Most 
fishermen use a combination of the 
two until they locate the fish. 

Surface trolling is used when you 
feel the fish are in the top ten feet of 
water. Your rods are placed in rod 
holders in such a way as to hold your 
lines as far apart as possible. Three 
lines are the maximum that can be 
fished without tangling unless you 
use outriggers or sideplaners. 

Using outriggers you would set the 
lines on them the furthest distance 


back from the boat. The two lines on 
the gunwales would be next, and the 
center line would be the shortest 
distance back ; this would enable you 
to turn slowly without tangling your 
lines. 

When you pass over a school of 
fish they will spread out and regroup 
after you have passed. The key is to 
have your lines back from the boat 
at the point they regroup. This 
distance is different each time you 
fish. Once you pick up your first fish 
you set all your lines back at that 
distance. 

The second type of trolling, deep 
trolling, is used extensively on the 
Great Lakes. Using self-diving lures 
can get you as deep as 30 feet, and 
self tripping planers to about 60. 
Using trolling sinkers can be ef- 
fective, however, you have the 
added effort of “playing” lead when 
you retrieve your line. 

Wire line trolling with single 
strand Model wire line is used quite 
often for lake trout with the line 
acting as a linear sinker. It normally 
averages out to about one foot of 
depth for each eight feet of line. 

Probably nothing has done more 
to enhance deep trolling than a 
Michigan invention, the downrigger. 
Basically a reel to hold 200 feet of 
140-lb. test wire line, a 7-10-lb. lead 
weight, and a quick release device, 
it has revolutionized fishing. 

Your lure is let out from two to 75 
feet behind the boat and the line 
clipped onto the quick release 
device. The weight is then lowered to 
the depth you want. When a fish hits 
the lure the line pulls from the 
release and you are free to play your 
fish without the encumberance of 
heavy vleight. 

Raising and lowering downrigger 
weights is hard work. Stripping off 
line makes your arm hurt, and 
standing in a pitching boat next to 
impossible. But I guess that when 
you finally sit down to wait for a 
kickoff you are guilty of fishing “the 
lazy man’s way.”

Q. What should I look for in buying ground beef; 
in handling after purchase? 

A. First, make sure the package has not been 
torn. Select a package that feels cold. Then, get 
it home quickly and refrigerate or freeze it im- 
mediately. Each of these measures will help to 
preserve the freshness and flavor of the meat. 



Q. What cajuses ground beef patties to shrink 
when cooking? 

A. All meat will shrink in size and weight dur- 
ing cooking. The amount of shrinkage will de- 
pend on its fat content, the temperature at which 
the meat is cooked and how long it is cooked. 
Basically, the higher the cooking temper- 
atures (325-350° F.) will reduce shrinkage and 
help retain meat juices and flavor. Over- 
cooking draws out most juices from ground 
beef. Wait until ground beef is cooked to season 
with salt; salt draws juices out of meat.
